The selection of the items classified in parts | and II is simple 


enough, but some readers do not understand the method of selection 
used for part III. To put it briefly, I include in it, in the first place, 
contributions to the history of science or of any particular science 
which do not refer to a definite century, period or race and thus could 


not be classified in parts I and II ; in the second place, all important 


contributions to the philosophy and organization of science in general, 
or of a special branch of it. Technical publications are generally ex- 
cluded ; analyses of them will be found in technical journals ; elemen- 
tary textbooks are, as a rule, also excluded, but any textbook which 
is a more original creation and introduces a fresh point of view, 
should be at least mentioned. I make a very serious effort to include 
the most valuable non-technical studies relative to each discipline 
The professional botanist will not refer to Jsis to find the best public- 
ations relative to botany, but he may well refer to Jsis to obtain 
similar information with regard to other sciences, zoology or geology, 
for example. Moreover it may even be worth while to him to find 
out which botanical publications are deemed most interesting by those

The English translation of ARistoTLE published by the Oxford Press has 
already been mentioned many times in /sis. It is edited with considerable 
care. The present part is of special interest to the historian of science. In 
fact it is perhaps the most interesting of all Aristotelian writings from our 
point of view. The subject matter of meteorology was much broader in 
ancient times than it is now. It included not simply what we would call

meteorological phenomena, but also a good deal of our astronomy, geology 
and chemistry. ARISTOTLE 's Meteorology is divided into four books of which 
the fourth is lost and replaced in our editions by another fourth book now 
generally ascribed to ARISTOTLE ’s disciple, Strato, who taught from 287 to 
269. (Isis III, 279) Book I deals with shooting-stars, comets, the milky 
way; rain, dew, snow, hail; winds, rivers and springs, etc. Book II, with 
such topics as these: origin of the sea ; why is it salt? is it eternal ? causes 
of winds; earthquakes; thunder and lightning. Book III, whith these 
auses of and difference between, ecnephias, typhon, prester; the kinds of 
thunderbolt; halos; rainbow; « rods » and mock suns. Book IV might be 
-alled our earliest textbook of theoretical chemistry. It deals with the follo 
wing topics: Hot and cold are active, dry and moist passive principles 
Generation and putrefaction. Concoction and inconcoction..... Solidification 
and solution. Properties of composite bodies. What can and what cannot 
solidified, melted. Homceomerous bodies. End and function are more evident 
in non-homeomerous bodies than in the homceomerous bodies which com- 
pose them, and in these than in the elements. The translator, Erwin 
WENTWORTH WEBSTER came up to Wadham College, Oxford, as a Scholar 
n 1898; he died at the front near Arras in 1917. His work will be of consi 
derable value to students of Greek science (though these are generally abl 
to read the Greek text) but even more to students of medieval science.

Crates’ work exerted a lasting if not altogether salutary influence on the 
development ‘osmographic theories. Crates belonged to that group of 
ommentators on Homer who would ascribe to the [liad and Odyssey the 
jualities of scientific treatises. He believed that Homer had couched in 
poetic form doctrines of cosmology and geography that prevailed among the 
Stoics of the second century B. C., among them belief in the sphericity of 
the earth and in two ocean belts encircling the earth and dividing its 
urface into four great islands. The latter theory persisted into the Middle 
Ages.

This enigmatic little bronze, discovered near Piacenza in 1877, is gene- 
rally supposed to be a reproduction of the liver of a calf or sheep, with the 
ligament suspensorium hepatis indicated on the convex side by a cordlike 
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line. The author believes that it has nothing to do with a liver but is an 
astronomical instrument. He has made a deep study of the shadows pro- 
jected on it at different times of the year and day, and of their positions rela- 
tively to the lines engraved upon it. It is impossible to analyse his very 
ingenious and painstaking investigations. He drew some 180 elaborate 
charts (3 of which are reproduced) « showing the beautifully-ordered pro- 
gression of the shadows from sunrise to sunset, and refuting the assertion 
that the bronze was used in studying viscera ». I had not realized before 
how very small this bronze is : its greatest length is only 5 inches. G. 5S.

As the title indicates, the book is a series of independent chapters, corre- 
lated only by the general biological considerations involved. The first three 
chapters are a review of the theories of evolution. Natural selection explains 
evolution mainly in terms of unknown causes. But if there are any other 
evolutionary factors at work besides natural selection, their existence has 
not been revealed. Weismann’s theory of Panmixia is espoused as an explan- 
ation of the degeneration of organs when natural selection is no longer at 
play. 

The last thirteen chapters deal with questions ot human biology, espe- 
cially as it is influenced by heredity. The race is on a downward trend due 
to the negative selectivity of man, the propagation of the unfit, and the low 
fecundity of the intelligent classes. Both mental defect and mental ability 
are not unit characters in transmission, but depend upon a considerable 
number of factors. 

Civilization allows for natural selection, as evidenced by occupational 
differentiation, and the elimination of certain stocks through such means as 
infant mortality and prostitution. Birth control cannot be a panacea for 
social ills, and it must go hand in hand with an increased fecundity of 
superior types. The biological effects of race mixture are discussed at some 
length, but with no definite conclusions. As to the negro, the evidence 
points to his final extinction in the United States. 

There is, on the whole, little that is original. The theories expounded can 
mostly be found in previous works, but we have here a very readable 
résumé of recent ideas in this field. R. M, M.

A large number of other biologists 
are quoted and their works briefly discussed but the reader’s attention is 
focused upon the men enumerated above. The autbor takes pains to give a 
good and concrete idea of their contributions. There is a plenty of well 
chosen illustrations including many portraits. The accounts are generally 
fuller than those found in Locy'’s book, but while the latter lays more 
emphasis on zoology, ScHiERBEFK seems more interested in botany.

A series of sixteen essays which appeared in various philosophical journals 
within the last fifteen years. It is impossible to summarize them. « Some 
were inspired by books of the hour; some by ancient books; some by no 
book, but by pressures out of the nowhere of fitful circumstance. » The 
personality of their author realizes their only unity and consistency. « To 
him philosophy seems to be, in the nature of things, necessarily more or 
less autobiographical ; the reflective refinement out of the dross of a man’s 
diurnal experience, — be it of nature, be it of men, be it of men’s souls as 
portrayed in books, — of some form-giving character which is his essential 
confession. The systemic treatise, to such a point of regard, appears 
curiously vain : or at least vain if conceived to be more than a high effor: 
at self-consistency. Perhaps elaborated system does indeed show a finer 
conscientiousness than governs a less directed activity of the mind, and is 
hence justified for its author's soul's sake ; but in any case the man is behind 
the book ; and however highly a priori, however aridly impersonal in form, 
your book of metaphysics in the end comes down to the plane of all litera- 
ture : a public confiteor +. It would help but little to give the titles of those 
essays, because they deal with a far greater variety of subjects than these 
titles would indicate. One of them, dealing with the Definition of number 
(p. 319-358), first published in The Monist, t. 25, 1915, is of special interest 
tous. In spite of the author's anticipative protest against such criticism 
I must admit that these essays are far too discursive to satisfy me entirely. 
I exact from myself and from others a better intellectual discipline. 
However the students of the University of Nebraska are to be congratulated 
for having a teacher endowed with such broad outlook and generous 
sympathies.
